I. — The  Institution  shall  be  called  the  WHITCHURCH 
COTTAGE  HOSPITAL  and  DISPENSARY. 

II. — Its  objects  shall  be  the  treatment  in  t-he  Hospital 
of  cases  of  disease  and  accident  among  the  poor  and 
others,  which  cannot  be  efficiently  treated  in  their  own 
homes.  All  patients  must  be  resident  within  eight  miles 
of  the  Hospital. 

III.  — The  property  of  the  Hospital  shall  be  conveyed 
to  and  vested  in  not  more  than  seven  nor  less  than  three 
Trustees.  In  case  of  any  vacancy  in  the  Trust  it  shall 
be  filled  up  at  a  General  Meeting  of  the  Subscribers. 

IV.  — The  Institution  shall  be  managed  by  a  Committee 
who  shall  have  full  control  over  its  affairs,  including  the 
appointment  of  Sub-Committees  (with  all  or  any  of  the 
powers  of  the  Committee)  the  making  of  Bye-Laws  and 
the  appointment  of  Nurses.  The  Committee  shall 
consist  of  not  more  than  twenty-one  persons,  to 
be  appointed  at  a  General  Meeting  of  Subscribers,  and 
of  the  Medical  Officers,  Secretary,  Treasurer  and  Trus¬ 
tees.  One  third  of  the  members  of  the  Committee  shall 
retire  at  each  Annual  General  Meeting  by  rotation,  but 
shall  be  eligible  for  re-election.  Three  members  of  the 
Committee  shall  form  a  quorum.  The  domestic  arrange¬ 
ments  shall  be  under  the  management  and  supervision 
of  a  Sub-Committee  of  Ladies.  The  Secretary  may  at 
any  time  call  meetings  of  the  Committee.  In  case  of  a 
casual  vacancy  occurring  in  the  Membership  of  the 
Committee,  the  same  may  be  filled  by  the  Committee 
itself,  the  person  so  appointed  serving  for  the  unex¬ 
pired  term  of  the  member  replaced. 

V.  — There  shall  be  an  Hon.  Auditor,  also  an  Hon. 
Treasurer  of  the  Institution,  both  of  whom  shall  be  ap¬ 
pointed  at  a  General  Meeting  of  the  Subscribers  and 
shall  vacate  their  offices  at  the  Annual  General  Meet¬ 
ing.  A  Secretary  shall  be  appointed  by  the  General 
Committee. 

VI.  — Every  registered  medical  man  in  bona  fide  prac¬ 
tice  residing  within  the  parish  of  Whitchurch  shall  be 
invited  to  be  an  Honorary  Surgeon  of  the  Institution. 

VII.  — Patients  will  be  admitted  by  the  Committee  and 
must  bring  with  them  a  recommendation,  signed  by  a 
subscriber,  and  countersigned  by  a  Medical  man.  In 
cases  of  accident  or  immediate  urgency  no  recommenda¬ 
tion  is  required.  No  person  suffering  from  any  Infect¬ 
ious  Disease,  Phthisis,  Epilepsy  or  any  form  of  Mental 
Derangement  shall  be  admitted.  Chronic  cases  will  be 
admitted  only  at  the  discretion  of  the  Commit+ee. 
Patients  will  be  admitted  for  one  month.  The  necessity 

for  a  longer  stay  to  be  certified  by  the  Medical  Office*1 
in  charge.

RULES — continued 

VIII.  — Each  patient  shall  pay  a  weekly  sum  towards 
the  Hospital  expenses,  the  amount  of  which  shall  be 
fixed  by  the  Committee  in  proportion  to  the  circum¬ 
stances  of  each  case. 

IX.  — The  financial  year  shall  end  on  December  31st, 
at  which  date  a  Statement  of  Accounts  shall  be  pre¬ 
pared.  There  shall  be  an  Annual  Meeting  of  Subscribers 
in  the  month  of  January  in  each  year,  to  be  convened 
by  the  Secretary  and  of  which  at  least  seven  days 
notice  shall  be  given,  when  the  Statement  of  Accounts 
for  the  past  year  shall  be  submitted,  the  Committee  and 
Officers  elected  and  any  other  necessary  business  trans¬ 
acted. 

X.  — A  special  General  Meeting  of  Subscribers  may  be 
called  at  any  time  by  the  Secretary  on  a  request  in 
writing  signed  by  six  subscribers. 

XI.  — .No  new  rule  nor  any  alteration  in  an  existing 
rule  shall  be  made  except  at  the  Annual  General  Meet¬ 
ing,  or  at  a  special  General  Meeting  of  the  Subscribers.

JNNUAL  REPORT 


Th(e  Annual  General  Meeting  of  the  Whitchurch  Cottage  Hospital 
was  held  at  the  Hospital,  on  Wednesday,  April  17th,  Mr.  R.  B.  Jones 
presiding,  supported  by  Mr.  R.  J.  Eccieston,  vice-chairman,  Miss  E.  Evans, 
matron,  and  Mr  Edward  South,  secretary.  Apologies  for  absence  were 
received  from  Mrs.  Black,  Mrs  Lee,  Rev.  J.  H.  Hall,  Rev.  T.  Thompson, 
Mr.  M.  W.  Sowden,  Mr.  G.  W.  Bristow,  Major  R.  Lambert  and  Mr.  J. 
Gardner. 

CHAIRMAN’S  REPORT. 

At  the  outiset,  the  chairman  referred  to  the  death  of  Dr.  H.  G.  W. 
Beckett,  a  former  vice-chairman,  and  said  they  not  only  mourned  his 
loss  as  a  friend,  but  as  a  distinct  loss  to  the  hospital.  -They  looked  back  on 
his  memory  with  all  kindly  feelings.  All  present  stood  in  silent  tribute. 

Presenting  a  resume  of  thie  year’s  activities,  the  chairman  said: — 

“In  reviewing  the  accounts  and  the  work  of  the  Hospital  during 
the  year  1945,  we  have  in  mind  the  changes  that  have  been  made  to  give 
greater  facilities  for  the  nursing  of  patients  and  the  increasing  number 
of  surgical  cases  being  received.  Operations  have  numbered  207  compared 
with  121  in  1944  although  the  total  number  of  patients  admitted  hlas 
fallen  by  23. 

Great  difficulty  has  been  experienced  in  obtaining  the  number  of 
qualified  nurses  needed  notwithstanding  the  increases  in  pay  under  the 
Rushcliffe  Report  and  the  supply  of  domestic  staff  also  presents  troubles 
which  may,  or  may  not,  be  abated  by  the  recent  Government  announce¬ 
ment  of  large  increases  in  pay  for  these  hospital  workers.  The  accounts 
reflect  the  financial  position  arising  to  a  large  extent  out  of  these  rising 
costs  of  maintenance  which  are  only  partly  met  by  paying  patients.  Of 
the  ordinary  income  and  expenditure,  the  latter  has  exceeded  the  former 
by  £470,  the  heaviest  deficit  the  Hospital  has  suffered.-  It  is  fair  to  point 
out  that  the  money  raised  by  dances  through  Mr  Eccleston’s  great  efforts 
and  amounting  to  £520  in  the  year  has  been  credited  to  the  special  fund 
from  which  vre  are  purchasing  new  equipment  and  paying  for  alterations 
and  undoubtedly  the  remaining  balance  of  this  account  will  have  to  be 
transferred  to  the  general  account  to  reduce  the  Bank  overdraft  of  some 
£500.  The  largest  increases  in  expenditure  are  under  the  headings  of 
surgical  supplies,  domestic  and  salaries. 

We  are  again  happy  to  extend  our  very  grateful  thanks  to  our 
vice-chairman  who  has  increased  the  equipment  fund  to  almost  £1,500 
which  will  meet  the  extraordinary  expenditure  previously  referred  to  as 
well  as  necessary  painting  and  other  improvements.  In  this  connection 
we  should  like  everyone  to  know  that  alterations  have  been  made  to 


provide  two  additional  beds  in  a  semi-private  ward.  Full  advantage  of 
these  facilities  is  being  taken  by  patients  who  cannot  be  received  into 
the  one  private  ward.  The  accounts  phow  nearly  £200  more  than  in  1944 
in  respect  of  receipts  from  patients. 

For  the  maintenance  of  our  ordinary  income  we  express  our  grat¬ 
itude  to  all  who  have  continued  their  subscriptions  and  other  voluntary 
gifts,  and  we  confidently  hope  that  this  voluntary  support  will  be 
continued  in  the  future  as  it  hap  been  in  the  past  years,  notwithstanding 
the  announcement  of  the  Government’s  National  Health  Service  which 
must  of  necessity  take  some  time  to  mature. 

The  Committee  have  been  watching  with  increasing  anxiety  the 
intentions  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  in  relation  to  Medical  and  Health 
services,  and  whilst  we  welcome  the  co-ordination  envisaged,  we  are  not 
convinced  that  the  new  Bill  will  assure  to  the  patient  the  best  possible 
iservice.  We  are  in  full  accord  with  the  plan  put  forward  by  the  British 
Hospitals  Association  which  would  provide  a  National  Hospital  Service 
within  a  National  Health  Service  and  would  retain  the  personal  and 
human  touch,  together  with  local  interest  and  management  which  will 
undoubtedly  be  lost  under 'the  present  Government  proposals. 

We  should  be  free  to  attract  local  support  and  perisonal  interest 
in  the  work  of  our  own  Cottage  Hospital  especially  as  we  are  situated — 
twenty  miles  from  the  nearest  general  hospital,  and  we  should  preserve 
our  entity  by  retention  of  our  own  capital  funds  and  assets.  If  this  is 
allowed  us  we  can  still  provide  the  services  required  under  any  regional 
authority  which  may  be  set  up  within  the  government  scheme.  If  not, 
the  patient  is  in  danger  of  becoming  a  mere  c-og  in  the  National  wheel, 
and  the  success  of  the  voluntary  hospitals,  built  up  on  personal  and 
direct  management  and  local  enthusiasm  since  their  very  inception,  will 
give  way  to  some  form  of  cold,  autocratic  service  bound  up  with  in¬ 
evitable  unwieldy  machinery  of  government  control. 

Commenting  on  the  balance  sheet,  the  chairman  said  it  was  not 
a  good  one,  and  he  was  afraid  with  extra  expenditure  it  would  be  worse 
next  year. 

Both  reports  we  re  adopted  on  the  motion  of  Mrs  Hugh  Manley, 
seconded  by  Mrs  Lambert. 

COMMITTEE. 

The  retiring  members  of  the  Committee  were  re-elected,  with  the 
exception  of  Lady  Crossley  who  does  not  offer  herself,  as  follows:

APPOINTMENTS  AND  THANKS. 

Mr  R.  J.  Eccleston,  in  extending  thanks  to  the  honorary  auditor, 
Mr.  G.  W.  Bristow  for  1t;6  services,  said  unfortunately  he  was  not 
very  well  or  undoubtedly  he  would  have  been  present.  They  all  hoped 
he  would  soon  be  restored  to  health. 

Expressing  appreciation  of  the  medical  officers,  Mrs  Manley  said 
they  had  shown  splendid  co-operation  and  they  were  delighted  to  welcome 
Drs.  McCarter  and  Rogerson  on  their  return  from  the  Forces. 


Mrs  Corser,  moving  thanks  to  the  Matron,  nurising  and  domestic 
staffs,  said  they  had  shouldered  very  heavy  responsibilities  during  the 
past  twelve  months,  and  had  had  an  uphill  struggle. 

Mr  Eccieston  said  that  without  the  help  of  the  medical  profession 
it  would  be  impassible  to  carry  on,  and  it  was  most  pleasing  to  see  the 
interest  taken  in  the  hospital  by  the  doctors  of  the  town.  This  had  not 
always  been  so,  but  to-day  they  worked  in  perfect  harmony.  Patients 
also  appreciated  very  highly  the  efforts  of  the  hospital  staff,  and  it 
spoke  volumes  for  the  matron  and  medical  officers  of  the  way  in  which 
they  carried  out  their  duties. 

Thanks  to  past  and  present  members  of  the  Red  Cross  and  the 
ladies  who  had  assisted  in  the  needlework  were  voiced  by  the  matron. 

Dr.<  J.  O.  McCarter,  in  thanking  the  chairman,  said  they  all 
appreciated  how  much  he  worked  for  the  hospital. 

Supporting  the  resolution,  Mr  Eccieston  said  Mr  Jones  devoted 
nearly  the  whole  of  his  time  to  the  hospital  and  was  always  ready  to 
asisist. 

Responding,  Mr  Jones  paid  tribute  to  the  work  of  Mr.  E.  South, 
and  also  to  Mr.  M.  W.  Sowden.
